Washington, February 6.—(Special.)—

This decision means that the question 
of preferential treatment will go to The 
Hague tribunal for its decision. The 
Suggestion that it go there was first 
advanced bv Minister Bowen in his let- 
t@ of last Monday night, in which he 
deciined the last proposition of the allies 
and in language that has stirred the for- 
eign offices of London and Berlin laid 
bare the fact that the suggestion they 
made would mean the continuance of the 
alliance for at least six years. That 
letter was written for the purpose of 
stirring up public opinion, especially in 
England, against this Anglo-German al- 
liance, Which is not at all popular with 
the people of either England or Ger- 
many. 

The fact that the contents of this letter 
were printed in the newspapers of the 
United States-and also abroad brought 
about the friction between the British 
ambassador and Bowen, which has pre- 
cipitated definite action. Great indigna- 
tion over its publication was felt at the 
British embassy and at the London for- 
eign office. Bowen was taken -to task 
by Ambassador Herbert for his action. 
In defense he said that as garbled re- 
ports of other propositions had been 
given out. in London and Berlin, he felt 
in justice te himst to see that 
the newspapers got his counter-proposi- 
tion correctly. 

No Apology from Bowen. 

It is published abroad that Bowen 
apologized to Sir Michael Herbert for 
that note. From Mr. Bowen's stand- 
point there was nothing like an apology. 
He is responsible for the statement that 
what did occur was this: 

The day after the letter was sent to 
the British embassy the ambassador 
brought it to him and complained that 
one sentence, which contained an ex- 
pression of personal opinion on Bowen's 
part, ought not to be put in an official 
communication; that he, as British am- 
bassador, would have to present copies 
of the letter to the German and Italian 
representatives, and through them to 
their governments, and he would be 
greatly embarrassed if he had to trans- 
mit this criticism of Great Britain, which 
implied bad faith. Bowen, who through- 
out the negotiations has carefully re- 
frained from criticising either the am- 
bassadors or their governments, said 
that perhaps Sir Michael was right and 
that as that was a sort of expression 
of personal opinion he would strike it 
out. This sentence was: 

“On this side of the water it will be 
learned with great surprise and regret 
that Great Britain has even suggested 
that her alliance with Germany and 
Italy should be continued one moment 
longer than was absolutely necessary.” 

So the copies of the letter that went 
tc Germany and Italy did not contain 
this sentence. It was, however, in ‘the 
cepy which went to London. It was also 
fuliy outlined in the reports published in 
the British newspapers as well as in 
these of this country. 
put it in his letter for effect upon public 
sentiment. and he lost nothing by strik- 
ing it from the official copies. 

The matter now will be referred to The 
Hague tribunal. This will result in the 
immediate raising of the blockade. The 
administration, it is stated in an official 
quarter, was unwilling to approve the 
effort of the British government to eliin- 
inate Minister Bowen from the nego- 
tiations. and moreover, the president 
could not havé accepted the invitation of 
the allies. even had he been so. disposcc, 
without the consent of the other nego- 
tiator, Minister Bowen, and this the allies 
did not obtain or request in their note 
of invitation to the president,

Note Sent to Bowen. 

Immediately on receipt of Secretary 
Hay’s note announcing the presideni’s 
declination, the British ambassador ad- 
dressed a communication to Minister 
owen stating that he was suffering from 
an attack of grip and would be obliged 
if Mr. Bowen would call on him. ‘The 
Venezuelan envoy went at once to the 
embassy, where the British ambassador 
explained that he had been too ill to call 
for several days and announced the ar- 
tival of his protocol, which he was pre- 
pareg te submit to Mr. Bowen for signa- 
ture. Later the German minister, Baron 
Eternburg, called on Mr. Bowen and an- 
nounced the arrival of his protocol. To- 
morrow’s programme will include preiim- 
inary preparations for the signing of the

Special Police Report Vetoed 
in Very Pointed 
Message, 


JUDGMENT OF BOARD 
QUESTIONED BY MAYOR 


Declares That Council Should at Once 
Adopt Ordinance Preventing 
Members of Police Board 
from Succeeding Them- 
selves. 


The report of council's special police 
investigating committee, of which Coun- 
cilman Key was chairman, has received 
the veto of Mayor Howell. 

The report was adopted by council dur- 
ing its last session and there was only 
one vote against it. 

It is the belief of members of council 
that the veto will be sustained, as several 
members of council are known to have 
voted for the report of the committee for 
the reason that they were not interested 
on either side. Several of them haVe since 
expressed regret that they voted for the 
report. 


The Mayor’s Message. 

The veto message of Mayor Howell, 
which will be read with much interest, 
is as follows: 

To the General Council of the City of 

Atlanta: 

Gentlemen: I have read and carefully 
considered the report of the special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the police 
board and police department of the city 
of Atlanta, made to the general council 
and by the council adopted at its regular 
session of the 2d of February, 196. 

While I have no objection to a part of 
this report, I cannot approve the recom- 
mendations made to carry into effect the 
subject matter of said report. 

I have been unable in the investigation 
of this matter since the report to get 
the testimony, except such as was pub- 
lished in the daily papers during the sea- 
sions of the committee.

Amendment to Bylaws of New York 
Produce Exchange.

upon any bucket shop or so-calleq ex- 
change, wherein is conducted or permit- 
ted the business aforesaid, shall be deem- 
ed guilty of proceedings inconsistent with 
just and equitable principles of trade 
which renders him unworthy to be 4 
member of the exchange, and upon com- 
plaint and conviction thereof he shal 
be expelled from the exchange."

Galleries Crowded. 
General debate on the anti-trust bill 


closed in the house shortly before 6 
o'clock this evening. The debate had 
proceeded since 10 o'clock this morning. 
More interest was aroused as it proceeded 
and the closing epeeches by Mr. DeAr- 
mond, democrat, of Missoyr!, and Mr. 
Littlefield, republican, of Maine, were de- 
livered to crowded galleries and to a very : 
full attendance on the floor, The clos- 
ing. however, was devoid of brilliant 
pyrotechnics and sensational clashes. The 
other speakers today were Messrs. Law- 
rence, republican, of Massachusetts; Par- 
Ker, republican, of New Jersey; Tirrell, 
republican, of Massachusetts; Jenkins, 
republican, of Wisconsin; Douglass, re- 
publican, of New York; Henry, democrat, 
of Texas; Fleming, demacrat, of Georgia; 
Kitchin, democrat, of North Carolina; 
McClellan, democrat, of New York: Wil- 
liams, democrat, of Mississippi, and Kle- 
berg, democrat, of Texas. Tomorrow for 
three hours the bill will be considered 
under the five-minute rule, after which 
the final vote will be taken. 

Mr. Jenkins, of Wisconsion, chairman 
of the judiciary committee, said that the 
power of congress was as limited upon 
this question as that of any common 
council. He quoted many authorities in 
support of his contention that congress 
had no control over commerce; that its 
power was strictly limited to regulation.

Why should not the bars be let down 
when the tariff had been made a shelter- 
ing place and a _ breeding ground for 
trusts? His side proposed an amendment 
to clothe the president with the power to 
suspend duties on trust made articles 
whenever necessary to protect the public.

Daniel F. Powell, who found the body 
of Mrs. Pulitzer, related the incidents and 
aescribed the locality. 

Other witnesses told of the finding and 
disposal of the body and identified the 
weight and strap which had been at- 
tached to it. Mr. Neilson, the 15-year-old 
brother of the murdered woman, identi- 
fied a shirtwaist alleged to have been 
found in the trunk. 

James B. Lynch, a policemen, testified 
that he saw a man, assisted by a Dell 
hoy of the house, carry a trunk from 
the Clarence apartment house and load 
it in a buggy at about 9:30 o’clock on the 
evening of September 17. The trunk look- 
ed like the one in court. 

James J. Moore, a youtg#ful employee 
of the livery -stable in Hoboken where 
the buggy was hired, identified Young as 
the man who hired it at about 6 p. m., on 
September 17. When the assistant dis- 
trict attorney told Young to hold up his 
head so that the witness might see him, 
\oung took no notice of the command,and 
it was necessary for his lawyer to take 
him forcibly by the chin and lift his heac 
from the table. There was no cross- 
examination and then Moore was dis- 
missed. 

Justice Herrick adjourned court until 
Monday.

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COMMUNITY OF INTEREST DEAL 


Between Union Pacific, Southern Pa- 
‘cific and Rock Island. 

New York, February 6.—The principals 
in the Rock Island, Union Pacific, South- 
ern Pacific deal have not yet issued an 
official statement, and it is not likely that 
they will do so until the agreement has 
been ratified by their respective boards. 

It may be stated on the best authority 
that an extension of the community of in- 
terest principle has been entered into and 
_the Rock Island will share control of the 
Houston and Texas Central road. The 
terms include giving Rock Island stock 
in part or whole payment for the Hous- 
ton and Texas Central stock bought, and 
this presumably means that the Southern 
Pacific, which is controlled by Union Pa- 
cific, will take an amount of Rock Island 
stock into its treasury.

WHILE CRAZED 


Corpse of Wife of Prof. Peck 
of Yale Found on the 
Beach, 


New Haven, Conn., February 6.—The 
body of Mrs. Tracy Peck, wife of Pro- 
fessor Peck, of Yale university, was 
found today in Fort Hale park at Morris 
Cove. Mrs. Peck disappeared yesterday 
and search had been made for her since 
then. 

When found the body was lying on the 
beach near the water's edge and imme- 
diately below a cliff. There was a slight 
bruise on the forehead, but this is not 
thought to have been sufficient to have 
caused death. The theory of the coroner 
is that Mrs. Peck’s death was due to ex- 
posure, although she may have been in- 
jured somewhat by a fall from the top of 
the cliff. 

Mrs. Peck had been sick with the grip 
of late, but yesterday felt better and left 
home diring the afternoon, saying she 
was going to do some shopping. Not re- 
turning by evening a search was institut- 
ed, which was participated in by police 
and hundreds of .Yale students. It is be- 
lieved Mrs. Peck wandered to the park 
while demented. Her pocketbook was 
found untouched in her hand. She was 
53 years old. 


HEARING WAS POSTPONED. 


Seven Men Chargei with Assault 
with Intent To Murder. 

Carroliton, Ga.. February 6.—(Spectial.)— 
Justice John T. Norman, of this city, had

Grewsome Exhibits Made in the 
Grave Robbing Case, 


Cerements Which Clothed the Forms 
of Dead Women Shown to the 
Jury—One Witness Impli- 
cates Prominent Doctor 
of Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, February 6.—There was a 
promise that there would be no lack of 
sensetion during the testimony of to- 
day’s trial of Dr. J. C. Alexander in 
the grave robbing cases. 

A parcel in the possession of detectives 
was introduced as evidence. The parcel 
contained two shrouds found by the de- 
tectives in the basement of the Central 
college during one of the visits made 
to the place with search warrants. One 
of the shrouds was identified as the one 
made for Mrs. Catherine Doerring, whose 
body was stolen from the German Cath- 
cemetery. 

Samuel B. Martin, colored, who was 
prominently identified with Cantrill in 
the grave robbing business, was the first 
witness today. He first met Dr. Alexan- 
at the latter’s office last June, he 
said? The doctor told him that he want- 
ed from seventeen to twenty subjects 
for dissection and would pay $380 each. 

Martin said that at this meeting Dr. 
Alexander told Rufus Cantrill that he 
would watch the death returns at the 
board of health and would notify Can- 
trill. The first trip, he said, was in July, 
when, with Cantrill and others, he went 
to the Anderson cemetery and secured 
the body of Glendore Gates and handed it 
the Central college. Next day 
Alexander paid him $10. 

His trip was to the Ebenezer 
grave when the body of Wallace 
Johnson was secured. Dr. Alexander told 
him the subject was not a one, 
because it was mangled by the cars, and 
Martin received but $. At the same 
grave yard he assisted in getting the 
body of Johnson Stilz, for which Dr. Al- 
paid him $8... In addition to 
these bodies Martin said he got a body 
at the insane hospital grave yard, which 
Dr. Alexander said was a subject, 
but witness said he did 
how much money was paid for it. 

Witness assisted in raising the body of 
Rose Neidelinger at the cemetery near 
Traders’ Point. 

On another occasion Martin and others 
went to a cemetery, but were chased 
away. At the German Catholic cemetery 
Martin and others got the body of Mrs.

E, J. Alred of Fannin County 
Tells Pitiful Story 
at Trial, 


at 


Once a trusted government officiai, hav- 
ing the confidence and respect of his ag- 
sociates in the internal revenue depart- 
ment and regarded as a representative 
citizen where he lived in Fannin county, 
Georgia, E. J. Alred was yesterday sen- 
tenced by Judge Newman in the Unitea 
States court to serve a six months’ sen- 
tence and pay a fine of $200. Conspiracy 
tc defraud the government and taking 
whisky from the store house of the Rosa 
distillery on which a tax had never been 
paid were the charges against him. 

The prisoner yesterday pleaded guilty 
and gave as his excuse for wrongdoing 
his love for his family. It seems, accor- 
ding to his statement to Judge Newman, 
that he was unable to support his loved 
cnes on the salary that he received from 
the government as a storekeeper and 
Suager. He wag stationed at the Ross 
distillery, in Fannin county, and com- 
menced to allow those interested in tha 
concern to take whisky from the store 
house without paying the regular tax. 
The same people also ran a retail place 
where the liquor thus obtained was sold. 
For his complicity in allowing the whis- 
ky to be taken from the store house, 
Alred was paid so much per gallon. No 
estimate can be made as to the amount 
of taxes lost by the government at the 
Ross distillery. 

The internal revenue office in Atlanta 
Suspected that all was not right at the 
Fannin county distillery and a watch was 
set upon the place. 

A Unique Capture. 

The capture of those implicated is one 
of the most unique in the annals of the 
internal revenue department. It was ac- 
complished by a powerful fieldglass in 
the hands of an officer on an eminence 
about one mile from the distillery. One 
day a2 man was observed leaving the store 
room with two buckets in Bis hands, 
These trips were repeated several times, 
the man carrying the pails always going. 
to the retail store near at hand. Under 
ccver of shrubbery the officers crept and 
crawled toward the distillery. When 
within about 30 yards of the store house 
the revenue agents stopped and waited 
for the man to make another trip. As 
soon as he had emerged a sufficient dis- 
tance from the building a charge was 
made. The culprit dashed the contents: 
of one bucket on the. ground, but wag 
prevented from destroying the other by 
an officer, who grasped his arm. The 
bucket was found to contain whisky, and 
on this evidence Alred was arrested. The 
owners of the distillery yet have cases 
pending against them. 

In passing sentence on Alred, after he 
had pleaded guilty, Judge Newman yes- 
terday stated that a government position 
is a trust and that while he believed in 
a man taking care of his family, nothing 
should prompt him to be dishonest.

The boy succeeded in enlisting the sym- 
pathies of several ladies of West End, 
who went to the dirty, ill-kept home and 
seeing lying on the bed what they be- 
lieved to be the dead body of the father, 
gave a sufficient amount of money t& 
have the body given a decent burial. 

Several minutes after the ladies had 
left the home one of them discovered 
that she had left one of her gloves, and 
going back to the house in quest of the 
lost property she found the corpse sitting 
upon the side of the bed counting his 
burial money. 

The ladies did not at first report the 
matter, as they did not care to acknowl- 
edge that they had been so badly and 
easily fooled, but yesterday, upon seeing 
the boy again on the streets begging 
money, one of them determined to have 
the police make an investigation. 

Mounted Officers Lanford and Norman 
were detailed to work up the case and 
found the boy, Kelly Steerman, and his 
little 9-year-old cousin, Susie Steerman, 
at the home. They were carried to police 
headquarters, where, upon being ques- 
tioned, the boy at first denied that his 
father had been playing the game of 
which he was accused, but afterwaggg 
acknowledged that it was true. :

The remarkable growth of the railway 
mail service serves as an index to tne 
great amount of matter handled in At- 
lanta. Much of this has to be handled 
by the local office and a large quantily 
of this mail originates in the Atlanta 
office. 

Talk with Superintendent Terrell. 

In speaking of the remarkable amount 
of mail handled by the fourth division of 
the railway mail service with headquar- 
ters in Atlanta, Superintendent L. M. 
Terrell yesterday said to a Constitution 
representative: 

“When I took caarge of this division 
in 1874 one 12-foot apartment wiih a sin- 
gle daily service and only one clerk was 
used on what is the Greenesboro and 
Atlanta route. Now on train 97 there are 
two 60-foot cars and a storage car; on 
train 37. two 60-foot cars are attached 
and mail baggage car; on train 55 an ex- 
press mail car is used; on train 1l, a vl- 
foot car is used, and on train 17 an apart- 
ment car carries the mail. On this line 
alone 40 tons of mail is transported daily. 

‘Twenty-five years ago on the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis line 
there was a single service of apartment 
cars, while today taere are three through 
modern trains, carrying mail between At- 
lanta and Nashville, averaging about 2u 
tons daily. 

“From Atlanta to New Orleans at the 
present time about 20 tons of mail is 
transported dally. 

“The Atlanta and Birmingham division 
handles about 10 tons per day, and the 
Atlanta and Savannah line a much larger 
amount, 

“Other lines have grown in _ propor- 
tion. The number of clerks in the divis- 
ion have been increased from 300 to 900. 

Mail Originating in Atlanta. 

While data is not yet obtainable as to 
the exact amount of mail taat originated 
in the Atlanta office during January an 
estimate places it at 2,250,000 letters. This

Board Declares in Favor of the 
Present System, 


Physical Culture, Manual Training 
and Music To Be Retained in 
Public Schools—Intimated

The board of education, in called ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, finanimously de- 
cided to retain in the curriculum of the 
public schools of AtTinta the three de- 
partments of physical culture, manual 
training and music. This/action was 
taken despite the intimation that has 
gone out that the city gouncil considers 
the three departments~—unnecessary and 
that an increased aypropriation is being 
held from the pubHec schools on that ac- 
count. 

President Douglas made a _ statement 
to the board in which he fully explained 
the situation, He stated that it had been 
intimated that council had the money 
for the improvement of the schoo] system, 
provided the board of education would 
eliminate such alleged unnecessary ex- 
penses.

‘olumbia, 8S. C., February 6.—(Special.) 
Pollock, for eight years a member 
nouse of representatives and al- 
ways an enthusiastic supporter of the 
dispensary system, furnished a ‘sensation 
today by declaring on the floor of the 
house he had been approached with a 
proposition intended as a bribe.

Two years ago the dispensary law 
changed to permit whisky distil- 
leries to be established in this state and 
allowing the dispensary to buy from 
them. Several have been established. 
the largest being in Columbia. Its entire 
output of corn whisky is taken by the 
state. The extent gf its business is in- 
dicated by the fact that it is, paying in- 
ternal revenue tax at the rate of $1,500,- 
0) a year. It has been common talk that 
the dispensary directors owned a con- 
trollin ignterest in the cow#-ern. 

It has developed in the last few days 
that whisky for the local dispensary was 
not purchased as was liquor from with- 
out the state. They made no bid at so 
much per gallon, as was required by out- 
siders, but sent up a hundred or a thovu- 
sand barrels of liquor as *might be or- 
dered, and fixed their own price. 

Representative Pollock introduced a 
bill to increase dispensary profits from 6 
to 12 per cent, which would increase the 
public school fund by a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars, and also providing that the 
liquor from local dispensaries should be 
bought by bid as from other manufac- 
turers. This bill passed yesterday by a 
majority of 4. Today the bill was kilied 
on the third reading by a majority of 12. 

Mr, Pollock, speaking against the. mo- 
tion to recommit the Dill, said he had 
been approached since yesterday by a 
man who asked him if he wished to make 
a barrel of money easily, and honéstly. 
He intimated his willingness. 

His visitor then told him to buy the 
Camden distillery and get into the swim. 
It was making money, he said, but the 
owners didn't know how to make it a 
gold mine. Representative Pollock pro- 
tested that he hadn't the money to make 
the purchase. His visitor assured him 
that he could obtain all the capital need- 
ed without trouble. 

Of course, the distillery could not be 
very profitable if his bill passed, but 
that could be withdrawn. 

Representative Pollock declined to give 
the name of the man at this time, but 
said another member of the house, fa- 
voring his hill, had.been approached with 
&n offér.of $2,000 to buy an interest in a 
distillery in the-upper part of the state.

hear, clearly established the fact that 
there are two well defined factions 4n 
the police board and that there is a 
combination inside the board and: that 
three members of the board are in this 
combination and always vote together 
On all questions of any importance. 

The conclusion’ that the committee 
reaches that police cammissioners should’ 
not be eligible to election to succeed 
themselves | heartily concur in. But 
Why should it he left to an amendment 
to the charter of the city of Atlante 
to make this éffective? Why should we 
Wish to ‘transfer this duty*® to ‘another 
body when we have got full power and 
&uthority to do it. here and now? ff it 
is proper to be done at all, the sooner 
it is done the better. 

it is my experience that whenever. we 
postpone a proposition to do right to 
Some future occasion it is never done, 
especially if we have the environment of 
designing men to aid us in doling wrorg. 

I see no reason why. we should trans- 
fer to the general assembly of Georgia 
what is plainly our duty to do now, and 
to go before them and wash our dirty 
linen -before the whole state of Georgia, 
when we have the power to act if it is 
necessary, 

Naturally the members of the legisla- 
ture will say, “‘Why did you not correct 
this evil by resolution or ordinance when 
you found a necessity for it‘ Those 
who tell you that you have not the power 
to act are deceiving you for a purpose. 
If you want it in the organic law, so it 
cannot be repealed, act now and then 
ask the legislature to put it in our or- 


ganic law so it cannot be repealed, and 


they will do it. 

There is no doubt that the general 
council ought by all means to promptly 
pass an ordinance or resolution stating 
the fact that police commissioners can- 
not succeed themselves. This is ‘as little 
as can be expected after the report of 
the committee, and the sooner it is done 
the better. 

I do not question the fact that a ma- 
jority of this council will select two good 
and true men at the approaching elec- 
tion, who will not align themselves with 
either faction and who will discharge 
the duties of. the office without violating 
the rules and_ regulations governing 
them, and I am not willing. that this 
council should stultify itself by asking 
authority from another body when they 
have got all they need and thereby shift 
the responsibility of performing, a plain 
duty by asking another body to inaugu- 
rate it. . 

It is useless to smother matters. These 
combinations and dissensions in ‘the board 
of police commissioners are injurious to 
the city. Almost daily my attention is 
called to its. deteriorating effect on the 
police force and as a result is injurious to. 
the city. I have facts enough’ néw before 
me that.under ordinary conditions would 
warrant another investigation and unless 
the remedy is applied to correct these 
evils they are bound to come before the 
public ; a reproach to the city and.espe- 
clally to your body, ..’ 4° 

The office of police commissioner has 
been used as a political asset and. traded 
on just like calico and pins and needles, 
and everybody knows that there is some- 
thing wrong; but when the facts are fully 
developed the public will be surprised 
that such a state of, affairs should have 
continued so long without interference. 

We should perform our duty, it makes 
no difference who it helps or hurts so it 
is for the best interests of the city. We. 
cannot help aureelves .by admitting the 


wrongs and. then ask someone else to do 


what we ought,.to do ourselves. 

In insisting that we at once adopt an 
ordinance preyenting, commé@sioners from 
succeeding themselves I am aware: of the 
fact that we will be deprived of the ser-

The announcement that Mayor Howell 
has vetoed the report of the spécial in-

Those who have watched ‘the course of 
the report of the committee are of the 
opinion that there are not fourteen mem- 
bers of council who will yote to pass the 
report, notwithstanding Gle report of the 
veto of the mayor.

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ONCED TO KILL 
MANY MONARCHS 


Hubino, Assailant of Leopold, 
Makes a Confession, 


That He Had Planned To Kill 
Several of the Monarchs 
of Europe and Also 
King Edward. 


Brussels, February 6§6.—The trial of Gen- 
naro Rubino, the Italian anarchist, on the 
charge of attempting to assassinate King 
Leopold, November 15, by firing three 
shots at him while he was returning from 
the cathedral here, after attending a ic 
ceum in memory of the late Queen Hen- 
rietta, was opened today in the assize 
court. Large crowds of people gathered 
in the vicinity of the court, but only the 
witnesses, lawyers and reporters were 
admitted. <A detachment of police of 
considerable strength maintained order. 

Rubino replied volubly to all interro- 
gations, and whenever he uttered the 
word “anarch’ he raised his voice as 
though exulting in his connection there- 
with. The prisoner bitterly assailed mod- 
ern society as the cause of all evil, de- 
claring he only attempted to take the life 
of the king because the latter wos the 
highest representative of society. Rubinvu 
added that he had intended going to 
Italy for the purpose of making an at- 
tempt on the life of the Italian monarch, 
but he did not have sufficient funds. 
During the prisoner's examination it de- 
veloped that he left the Italian army 
because his officers persecuted him. 

The prosecution included in the in- 
dictment a letter from Rubino to a Sso- 
cialist newspaper published in fondon, 
justifying the murder of Senor Canoyas 
del Castillo, the Spanish premier, and 
stating fhat he, Rubino, had contemplat- 


ed killing King Edward, November 25. 

In regard to his stay in England, Rubi- 
no said that it was a hospitable country 
and he decided not to make an attempt 
to kill King Edward, as that would 
bring trouble on his comrades. He spent 
the money which he received from the 
Italian embassy for spying on anarchists, 
in purchasing a revolver, explaining that 
“anarchists ought to always be armed so 
as to be in readiness to kili the wild 
beasts of gociety.”’ 

He had hoped to be able to kill King 
Leopold, Prince Albert and a few clergy- 
men. When the examination of the pris- 
cner was concluded, the hearing of wit- 
nesses commenced. 


the report of the special investigating 
committee, 

The report contains two features that 
are of special interest. One is that mem- 
bers of ‘the board of police commissioners 
are not allowed to succeed themselves 
and must remain off the board for three 
years before again becoming candidates, 
and .the other provides that members of 
the police force be elected to serve dur- 
ing: good behavior and physical ability to 
perform their duties. 

The report provides, however, that these 
reforms are to be made effective by the 
legislature when it meets next June. 

After the report had been submitted 
Councilman Warren discovered that it 
was not necessary for the legislature to 
make these changes, as they would be 
equally as binding if made by council. 
He therefore saw a chance to put the 
provisions of the report into effect at 
once instead of waiting for twelve months 
before inaugurating the reforms. 

When he announced that he would in- 
troduce such an ordinance there was a 
considerable ripple of excitement, be- 
cause of the fact that to institute the 
reforms at once would prevent the re- 
election of Commissioners Fox and John- 
son to the police board, while under the 
report of the committee Commissioner 
Jones would have been the first man af- 
fected, 

As is well known, Commissioner John- 
son is of the Brotherton faction and 
Commissioner Jones is of the English 
faction. 

How Council Met Issue. 

After various plans had been devised 
for escaping from the difficulties of the 
situation council finally met the issue 
squarely by adopting the report of. the 
police special investigating committee 
and referring the ordinance of Council- 
minan Warren to the ordinance committee 
for action. 

The resolution of Councilman Key was 
also sent to the osdinance committee. 
This resolution provides that the elec- 
tion of police commissioners for this year 
be deferred until after the legislature has 
acted. 

It, therefore, is certain that if he veto 
of the mayor is sustained the entire mat- 
ter of the police board investigation wil! 
be ended and council and the board will 
maintain toward each other the same at- 
titudes that have obtained during the 
past several years. 

When informed of the veto yesterday 
Councilman Key, chairman of the inves- 
tigating committee, said: 

“I do not care to make a statement for 
publication regarding the matter.’’

LIQUOR LOSES 
N TENNESSEE 


Temperance Advocates Won 
Victory in Legislature 


Bill as Amended and Passed Is Local 
Option Pure and Simple—Liquor 
Interest Startled by Ac- 
tion—Bill Will Pass 
Senate. 


Nashvill, Tenn., February 6.—(Special.) 
The temperarce sentiment in the house 
was overwhelming today and action was 
taken that has startled the liquor inter- 
over the state. As tne law now 
stands, any town of 5,000 population or 
under can, by abd)ishing its charter and 
re-ircorporating, get rid of saloons. To 
simplify matters, howéver, a local option 
bill pure and simpte, applicable to towns 
of 5,000 and under,; Was introduced, and 
this came ap for. consideration today. 
An amendment providing for elections 
every four years was defeated and then 
an amendment was offered to make the 
bill apply to cities and towns under 100,- 
000. 

This amendment’ was adopted without 
discussion and the bill passed by a vote 
of 6& to 16. The Dill provides that an 
election may be held for aiid cgainst the 
sale of intoxicating liquors and if a ma- 
jority of the qualified voters vote in fa- 
vor of prohibiting: the saie of ‘iquor it 
shafl not.therefe%er be lawful to selj 
liquors in the town except by manufact- 
urers in wholesale packages. 

It is confidently predicted that the bill 
will pass the senate ‘easily, thus giving 
every town in the state a chance to vote 
out the saleon. ft is stated that the sa- 
loon keepers in gmall tewns favor the

bill as passed toddy, because they believe | 


the city saloon keepers threw them down 
when the Adams bill was under consider- 
ation. The: wave of temperance senti- 
ment seems to be overwhelming and but 
few towns will fail to take advantage of 
the Adams bill, as it applies to al] but 
eight cities in the state and’ under the 
bill passing the house today they will all 
have a vote on the matter. There is a 
decided commotion in the lquor inter- 
ests. 


Can the Democrats Win in 1904? 

Leslie’s Weekly: The thirteen states 
composing the solid south of recent years 
will have 151 votes in the electoral college 
of 1904. This leaves out Delaware, Ma- 
ryland and West Virginia. which have 
been carried by the republicans in most 
of the recent canvasses. A majority of 
the electoral college of 1904 will be 239. 
the entire college, with the existing num- 
ber of states, comprising 476 members. 
With New York’s thirty-nine electoral 
votes—and the narrowness of the repub- 
lican margin in 19 gives the democrats 
a hope of winning fhat state in the com- 
ing glection—they would have 190 votes. 
Or onbhy forty-nine short of the number 
required to choose a president. New Jer- 
Sey, Connecticut and Indiana usually go 
with New York, Maryland is very far 
from being sure for the republicans. The 
anti-Addicks republicans made Delaware 
democratic in 1902, and the unfortunate 
factional fight is not finished. The demo- 
crats led in the voting in Rhode Island in 
1902. Nevada is likely to remain with the 
south a.few years longer. These states, 
with New York and the solid south. 
would give the democrats 242 votes in the 
electoral college, or three more than 
enough to eleet, so that they could lose 
either Delaware or Nevada, if they car- 
ried all the others, and still win.
